The Pulitzer Prize winner- with his memorable Zales of the Soufh Pacific = is 
not an author to be passed over lightly. Nor does his new book belie his claim to a rare 
gift of yarn spinning and writing vigorous, unhackneyed prose. But- and it is a big but- 
the enthusiasts of the earlier book will find little that captures that appeal in this new 
book. He has done, what so many young authors seem to need to do, analyzed the painful 
growing pains of adolescence almost ad nauseam. To be sure, Michener is a gifted story 
teller, and his new book has the pace and drama only too often absent. But basically, it 
is a long-spun story of youth growing up. David Harper has a unique background. He was 
brought up in a Poor Farm, where his aunt, who grudgingly supported him, held a job, and 
pinched pennies for her own future security. David had no self-consciousness or shame 
about his domestic background. In fact, he loved the old men whose idol he was; for them, 
he lived the potential futures they had missed. And for most readers this will be the 
memorable part of the book. One is taken into the life stream of the poorhouse- and, ex- 
traordinarily enough, Michener has succeeded in doing this without descending to maudlin 
sentimentality. Then David gets another chance, a step up, which leads to a second escape, 
and the lure of the stage, although only the itinerant stage of the Chautauqua. He's had 
two summers schooling in the hard school of an amusement park, where it is assumed that 
the operators will make their lagniappe on the side, by some crookedness or other. Then 
he has a glimpse of a cleaner, straighter world, before he is caught in the abortive pas- 
sion of his thwarted love for Mona, and the intricacies of the Chautauqua life. Schooling- 
college- an urge to make his own road to literary success- provide a thread of purpose 
through the often sordid by-paths of his summer money-making ventures, and his explorations 
into sultry passion. There are unpalatable bits- and others in clearcut drama that balance 
them off. But the book seems overlong in its exploration of the intricacies of adolescence 
and growing up, a singularly devious route to maturity. A book to assess for a particular | 
market, rather than to accept on the author's earlier achievement.

The simplicity here, 
the restraint which is not without feeling, the often dispassionate directness of this re- 
cord of his son's desperate determination to live make this even more affecting, often to 
the point of agony. This traces, scrupulously, scientifically, the fourteen months which 
began with the diagnosis of Johnny Gunther's brain tumor, led to the first, immediate oper- 
ation by a leading surgeon in the East, continued through all the treatments and therapies 
they tried in attempting to stall a hopeless brain cancer, hoping for a reprieve from the 
verdict of death. But particularly moving is the portrait of the boy through all this; his 
courage in the face of many painful procedures; his awareness (admitted only to his doctors- 
not his parents) of what might ensue; his insistence on completing his senior school year 
from hospital beds, which was accomplished as he was graduated with his class at Deerfield; 
the passionate love of science- and his many experiments, and the realization that death 
was closing in on him- “I have so much to do. And there's so little time,” A selection of 
Johnny's letters, excerpts from his diary, and a postlude from his mother- Frances- complete 
the volume which is not only a memorial to the boy, but also a testament of valor which is

Classify this as history as well as biography, for it is an enlightening segment 
in thé history of the young nation. James Madison has always seemed a fairly colorless, 
static figure, while Dolly, his wife, has become virtually a legend. Katherine Anthony, ( 
without doing the almost psychoanalytical dissection characteristic of some of her earlier 
biographies (Catherine the Great etc.) has brought Dolly Madison to life as a rounded per- 
sonality, and fitted her into her period of which she was so vital a part. She was really 
the first First Lady, for Martha Washington cared little and made almost no contribution 
to her great husband's role, and Jefferson was a widower, and the Adams had almost no op- 
portunity to establish any standards or precedents. Dolly Madison's story spans the period 
which included two wars, and the welding of the states into a nation. From her childhood 
as a birthright Quaker, through her first marriage, her widowhood, her second marriage, the 
story goes to Philadelphia, to Washington, as Madison served many years close to the great 
names of the founding fathers. There's anecdote and color and drama in the story. Critics 
who resent the fictionized biography of today will find no fault with this scholarly re- 
search and presentation. The general public- while the lighter touch of such a book as 
Janet Whitney's Abigail Adams (Little, Brown) might have been more palatable- will find 
this excellent reading, with so much that is dramatic in period and personalities that the 
story swings right along. Watch it!

Elizabeth Drew, whose Enjoyment of Poetry is 
sheer delight, should be the ideal person to present him to many to whom he has seemed an 
enigma. And yet this volume fails in that the psychological approach gives it sharp limit- 
ations of interest, and the handling, unlike her other books, seems pedantic and uninspir- 
ed. The distinguishing marks of this volume are the close acquaintance with each of the 
poetical works and their elucidation in chronological order; and the tying up of the poet's 
works with the Jungian philosophy and the integration of the personality. While this might 
be enlightening to some who are not familiar with T.S. Eliot as a poet, or who are insensi-.
